ROME. Feb. 26—Italians shud­ 
dered today at the quick Commun­ 
ist coup in Czechoslov akia* and pre­ 
dicted that the April 18 elections 
would tell whether Italy was nex t 
on the Communist list. 
Are we nex t? ” was the question 
on the Ups of most Italians and the 
answer was ‘‘the elections will tell.” 
The general trhpresslon is that 
Premier Alcide De Gasperi, along 
with v ice premiers Giuseppe Sara- 
gat and Randolfo Pacciardi, are 
frankly worried. 
There are parallels and difference* 
between Italy and Czechoslav kia a f­ 
fecting the Communist chances of 
domination Italy, but the moderate 
leaders know it could happen here. 
Observ ers assessing the difference 
were confronted by the observ ation 
that perhaps the Socialist-Commun­ 
ist bloc is stronger than was be­ 
liev ed. 
Wedded with the Socialists, the 
Communists polled 39 percent of 
the popular v ote in 1946. They hav A 
increased their strength since and 
openly proclaim they wUl get from 
45 to 51 per cent In the nex t elec­ 
tion. 
In C*echoslav kia, the Commun­ 
ists polled only 38 percent of the 
v ote, but this made them the strong­ 
est party.

There was this difference. 
The 
Italian Christian Democrat party 
got almost as many v otes as the 
Socialist-Communist 
bloc 
in 
the 
last election, making it the strong­ 
est party. 
With the moral and material help 
of the United States, they succeed­ 
ed In throwing the Communists out 
of the gov ernment last May. 
This gav e Italy’s moderate gov ern­ 
ment the ministry of the interior, 
which controls the police—the all- 
important card which the Commun­ 
ist* held In Czechoslav kia. 
Through the police, the Czech 
Communists were able to seize con­ 
trol with the help of trade union 
action committees. 
Italian Communists also control­ 
led the labor unions. They also con­ 
trolled partisan organizations, well- 
organized 
and 
apparently 
weh- 
armed. On their aide also is a wide­ 
spread press network of propaganda.

Czechoslavakia Goes U nder 
Czechoslovakia, one last little island of democracy 
in a Red sea, has gone under at high tide. 
The pattern was depressingly familiar. 
A Com­ 
munist minority, loudly asserting its rights, inserted 
its workers In key positions, grew Increasing bold and 
finally resorted to an open show of armed force. There 
were the usual cries of “ plots against the workers’’ and 
sabotage by "tools of American and British imperial­ 
ists.’’ At no time did the Communists have a major­ 
ity. Neither did they have majorities in Hungary or 
Romania.

Earl K. Long, the late Huey’s brother, whose nomin­ 
ation, equivalent to election, ends eight years of "re­ 
form” government. 
Earl Long returns to the office he held briefly 
In 1639 when Richard Leche, the heir to Huey’s throne 
was arrested for misuse of public funds. Hie previous 
Long administration and the Louisiana scandals of the 
1630's are so far in the past that they no longer fill 
the Bayou country with a gamy odor. 
As a result 
Earl Long, aided by Huey’s son, Russell, is making a 
comeback. Since Louisiana governors arent allowed 
to succeed themselves, Russell, who’ll be 32 in 1952, 
wll| be ready to asuine his uncle's mantle by that 
tim^.

Hie Ohio Supreme court’s decision In the case 
brought by Mosaic Tile Co. and Roseville Pottery Co. 
of Z an esv ille reclassifying a 340-foot kiln as personal 
property, Instead of real estate, has added more tax 
complications to the problems of local taxing ■*’- 
trlcts. 
By ruling that the property in question was subject 
only to personal property rates at 50 per oent of Its 
true value, the court seemingly opened the way for 
similar reclassification of just about everything from 
silos to blast furnaces. The potential effect is to re 
move millions of dollars' worth of taxable values from 
the real estate duplicates In the state's tax subdiv­ 
isions at a time when they are already searching des­ 
perately for revenue to pay operating expenses 
The city of Youngstown, for example, faces bank­ 
ruptcy in the fall of this year—an eventuality that 
would be set ahead many months it any considerable 
number of its manufacturer« decreased their tax li­ 
ability by successful appeals to reclassify as personal 
property facilities now being taxed at real estate 
rates. 
The general assembly will have to clarify the pic­ 
ture. A special session Is being nwnUonfd as a pos­ 
sibility. 
Included In the details of the picture that 
must be clarified is a provision of Ohio law adopted 
hi 1943 stating that taxable property when reclasst- 
lied sltall not be listed or assessed until the year “ Suc­ 
ceeding that tot which such determination was made, 
or the year succeedum that hi which such removal 
occurred." Does fliis mean that a year’s taxes would 
be bed hi addition to the km of halt the real property 
tax rate?

THE MANCUS lasted until 1911. 
putting down rebellions and fighting 
wars against the British ¡and J ap­ 
anese. 
It was that J apanese war which 
led to the downfall of the Manchus. 
It left China so weak other na­ 
tions began pushing her around. 
They moved their businessmen anti 
traders In, and treated China a.- 
most like a colony. 
A revolt against foreigners In 1900 
—it was called the Boxer rebellion— 
was put down by an International 
army. 
Finally, In 1911, there was a na- 
tiqn-wlde blowup against the weak­ 
ened government and the Manchus 
a ere tossed out. 
Modern Chinese history starts 
there. The country became a re­ 
public, led by Dr. Sun Yat-Sen. But 
the fighting continued. 
There was an uprising In 1916 
against a man who wanted to make 
himself emperor. After he died, 
there was civil war between a num­ 
ber of military leaders and the 
followers of Dr. Bun. 
That’s where Chiang Kai-Shek, 
the present leader of the govern­ 
ment, comes in. 
He was a supporter of Sun Yat- 
Sen. Bun Yat-Sen died in 1925. But 
by 1928, Clfiang had beaten most 
of the warlords and controlled the 
greater part of the country. 
He has controlled It ever since 
but he has had to fight one 
battle 
after another. First against wai- 
lords. and. later, against Commun­ 
ists. 


THE CHINESE Communists jotr. 
ed in the fight against the Jaral 
nese. 
But as socm es the war ended the 
Kuomlntang — which is the pam 
headed b y Chiang Kai-8helc~-mi 
the Communists b egan fighting each 
other. 
That's still going on. 
President 
Truman 
sent Gen 
George C. Marshall— now Secretan 
of State—to China 
in 1945 to try 
to bring the two ¿ ¡idss together. But 
Marshall was 
forced to give U3 
after about a year. 
To pay for all its 
fighting, the 
Chinese government has had to print 
more and more money . But the ffi0ie 
money there was, the ¡e s tt vas 
worth. 
Finally it took more than 200,000 
Chinese dollars to equal one Ameri­ 
can dollar 
So China not only 
nas had to 
fight the Communists. It has had 
to fight terrific inflation 
too. 
Some people have said this coun­ 
try cught to help ths Chinese gov­ 
ernment fight the Communists by 
sending in military 
supplies-^ 
way we are helping 
Greece. 
But when Marshall 
finished his 
assignment %i China 
he said that 
country has got to 
work out it* 
problem itsslf. He did not bla,¿ 
the Communists alone. 
He said the “ reactionaries" in th« 
government are also to b lame. They 
are the ones, he said, who seem to 
have counted on 
American help 
“ regardless of their actions." 
Truman didh-’t say any thing about 
helping fight the Communists. He 
said China should 
b e given help 
to buy things it needs like gram, 
oil, medicines and 
machinery . 
The idea Is to give China a b rea- 
thing spell in its economic troub les. 
The rest is up to China itself. H° 
said that in these words: 
“Nothing which this country pro­ 
vides b y way of assistance can, even 
in a small measure, b e a sub stitute 
for the necessary action that can 
be taken only b y the Chinese gov­ 
ernment.*’

Attorney General Tom Clark said

commencement of the program of 
The ritual practice scheduled lot 
j the anti-trust division to prosecute 
tonight by Ute Wo men of Hie Me ose 
lias been cancell« !.

SAYS PALESTINE 
IS U . N. BABY ON 


WITHDRAWAL DAY 


(By Associated Press) 
LAKE SUCCESS. Feb. 2 0—Trygve 
Lie, secertary-general of the United 
Nations, said today Palestine will 
be chaos when the British withdraw 
unlesa the U. N. acts quickly. 
Lie told his weekly news confer­ 
ence the U. N. becomes fully te- 
» ponsible for Palestine the moment 
the British leave. The British have 
said they will give up their P*lei- 
ttne mandats May 15 and withdraw 
completely by Aug. i. 
Lie refrained from commenting 
on the Palestine declaration of the 
United States before the Security 
Council Tuesday or it* Implications. 
Declines Comment 
He also declined to say whether 
the U. N. has legal authority to 
enforce decisions of the general 
assembly such as partitioning of 
Palestine. 
Asked what the effect would be 
on the U. N. if the 1047 assembly’s 
partition project Is not enforced. 
Lie said: 
‘‘If nothing -happens, Just chaos 
will be the result m Palestine.” 
He added that failure of the U. N. 
to carry out partition would re­ 
duce the prestige of the U. N. and 
lead to a general loss of confidence 
in Its ability to settle world prob­ 
lems. 
Lie spoke as the Security Council 
delegates took g breathing spell on 
the Palestine problem. 
The delay touched off a series of 
lobby conferences. It also gave dele­ 
gates an opportunity to get their 
wind for the decisive round of dis­ 
cussions. expected to start tomorrow. 
Prime speculation centered around 
« hen Russia’s Andrei A. Gromyko 
would speak and what he would 
say. 
The taciturn Soviet delegate said 
merely “ maybe yes. maybe no’’ when 
questioned as to whether he would 
lay the Krenuin’s position before 
the Council tomorrow. 
In the interim, the council swung 
into consideration of the Indonesian 
and Paklstan-Indla cases.

WASHINGTON — Ou t of 2803 
prisoners of wer who escaped from 
internment camps in the U. S. 
daring the war, only 18 of them— 
16 Germans and two Italians —r 
are still at large. 
Bu t the mystery su rrou nding the 
su ccessfu l efforts of these fu gitives 
to defy captu re makes u p one of the 
most intrigu ing files of the FBI. 
The whole story can now be told 
for the,first time. 
One of 
these 
escaped 
POWs 
cou ld be you r neighbor, you r bak­ 
er, you r barber, you r shoemaker, 
or perhaps 
even 
you r 
minister. 
Most of the 18 men sp.*k perfect 
English. 
There is evidence that 
some of them are living normal, 
law-abiding lives in ohscu re small 
towns or hfive lost themselves 
in big cities, Some, perhaps, have 
escaped td Mexico and Sou th Amer­ 
ica and are living there. 
It is possible, the experts say, 
that a few have forgotten their 
Nazi teachings and are sold on 
the democratic way of life. 
It is 
also passible that several still hold 
their fanatical Nasi beliefs afid 
singly or togetner are right now 
planning acts of sabotage against 
the U. 8. for sheer revenge. 
In addition to the FBI and the 
U. 8. Army still actively trying to 
find these fu gitives, the police of 
Canada, Mexico and the cou ntries 
of Sou th America and Eu rope are 
in on the hu nt. 
Practically no trick of the game 
has been overlooked In trying to 
find theae 18 men. 
The mall of 
the relatives of the men in Ger­ 
many and Italy has been inter­ 
cepted in the hope that the fu gi­ 
tives wou ld try to commu nicate 
with them, bu t to no avail. 
The intense man-hu nt has even 
let investigators into the chu rch.

The pain did not extend above the 
wrist.

AS THIS was translated. Molotov 
and his entire deleg ation broke In­ 
to loud ex clamations of approval 
and for a minute the ea’m of the 
conference was shattered. 
The main point I had in mind 
at Moscow in this connection was j 
to emphasise further that the world j 
had to deal in drastic fashion with 
e «tsto of affairs wherein powerful 
dictators had arisen with plans of

STALIN THEN sug g ested it mig ht 
be best to postpone the meeting un­ 
til Spring , at which time Fairbanks, 
Alaska, would be an appropriate 
place. 
I said that both the President and 
I felt very profoundly that the in­ 
ternational situation called for this 
meeting , and its failure to occur 
would cause profound disappoint-! 
ment among all the Allied peoples, * 
since its effect would be to unify 
our three nations in ever increas- ! 
ing co-operation for the prosecu- , 
tion of the war and for collabora­ 
tion in the postwar period. 
Stalin interjected that he w as; 
not ag ainst the meeting in prin- j 
clple. 
I replied that I realized he was 
thinking merely of the immediate 
plans we were discussing . 
He emphasized that on his part 


there was no q uestion of stubbor-. 
ness or prestig e, but he was unable 
to understand why a delay Cf two 
days In the delivery of State papers 
should be so vital a matter, where­ 
as a false step in military oper­ 
ations was not a g rammatical error 
that could 
be subseq uently cor­ 
rected. but was one that mig ht cost 
tens of thousands of victims. 
So 
far as he was concerned, the dif­ 
ficulties at Basra related entirely 
to physical arrang ements, partic­ 
ularly communications. 
Stalin observed that he was not 
at all worried on the subject of 


protection. 
He made this remark 
after Ambassador Harriman said 
that the heads of state could stay 
each in his own camp in the hills 
back of Basra, g uarded by troops of 
his own nationality, and thus be 
assured of complete privacy and 
protection. 
Our conversation having lasted 
an hour—effectively a half-hour 
because of the necessity for transla­ 
tion—and because the hour of the 
conference was approaching , I in­ 
formed Stalin that, since 1 was a 
pupil of Molotov’s, it was now time 
to g o to class.

Go ttwald, a calm, deliberate m an 
who bears some phy sical resem bl­ 
ance to Stalin, became Prem ier of 
Czecho slo v akia after the Com m un­ 
ist triumph in the first post-w ar 
electio n. 
The Com munists became 
the do minant part by capturing 38 
percent o f the seats in parliam ent. 
As chairman o f the party and a 
nee premier, Gottwald was asked 
by President Eduward 
Benes 
to 
i<jrm a g o v ernm ent. He achieved 
a co alitio n cabinet representing sev­ 
en parties in July , 1946. 
A y ear later Czechoslovakia was 
inv ited to participate In the M arsh­ 
all plan talks in Paris, and accepted 
the inv itatio n.

The current

tapulted Gottwald to complete con­ 
tro l began last November, when the 
so cial Democrat party , w ith 14 per­ 
cent o f the seats in parliam ent, 
switched away from support of the 


Communists, depriving them of the 
balance they needed for control. 
The Social Dem ocrats now are 
back in the Com munist fold, under 
the leadership of the previously de­ 
posed, pro-Communist Zdanek Fi- 
erlinger. 
Gottwald was bom of a peasant 
family in Moravia Nov. 23. 18 96— 
St. K lem ent’s day . 
In W orld W ar 
I he was drafted into the Austrian 
artillery , but he was considered un­ 
reliable and was shifted to a search­ 
light brigade. 
W hen the Czechoslovak C om m un­ 
ist party was formed in 1921 he 
abandoned a factory job and de­ 
voted all his tim e to writing, speak­ 
ing and organizing. 
W ithin a few 
y ears he was prom inent in 
the 
Com munist international and was 
a mem ber of Czechoslovakia’s par­ 
liam ent. 
Gottwald fled to Moscow when 
Hitler seized Czechoslovakia. D ur­ 
ing World W ar 
n 
he 
broadcast 
ficm Moscow, helped organize un­ 
derground activity against the Nazis 
and translated a num ber of R us­ 
sian works into Czech. 
After the 
war he was one of the authors of 
the Kosice program which laid the 
foundation 
f o r 
Czechoslovakia’s 
post-w ar republic.
